New rates also are ordered from Los

"A uniform spread of rates as be- 
.between classes has been established,) 
the rates being adjusted In this re-! 
gard on the same principle as thati 
which has been recognized as the 
correct one .ill over the countrv, ex-i 
cepting: California. It has been the 
practice of the carriers In this state! 
to maintain less than carload rates 1 
which .vary, little between first and! 
fourth class rates. This condition is 
a relic of the old rates In effect prior! 
to 1894, before which time, all less 
"than carload shipments moved at one 
rate. 
"This condition 
the 
commission 
corrects by 
providing a 
uniform 
spread of rates between the classes of 
tho various distances. 
When rates of 
various curriers aro compared, tho 
first class rate is used. Thus a rep- 
resentative of a California 
railroad 


will compare the first class rate of 
that road with the first class rate of 
n road in the middle west for the pur- 
pose of showing that the rates 
in 


California are 
not 
excessively high. 
When we realise, however, that as the 
rates have heretofore been In Cali- 
fornia when the first class rate, under 
which little traffic moves, Is $1, fourth 
class rate which carries a heavy move- 
ment of traffic. Is 85c; while in other 
loculties when the 
first cla.«s rate 
is $1, fourth class rate Is from BO to 
60 cents, we realize the unfairness to 
the California public In tho com- 
parison made."

Woman Begs on Knees for 


Husband to Spare Her 


Life 


Crazed Man Cuts His Throat 


and Pciice Find Him 


Dying 


SAN FRANCISCO, .March 
28.— 


Rousing himself as if in a nightmare, 
George E. Noel, 35 years "Old, awoke 
his wife by choking her at 8 o'clock 
this morning, slashed her across the 
throat with a. razor, inflicting dan- 
gerous and possible fatal injuries, and 
then committed suicide 


The tragedy 'occurred In the house 


at 1890 Folsom street, 
where Neel. 


who was a stable man. lodged with 
the family of Andrew Johnson. 


Mrs. Noel fought with her crazed 


spouse, leaped from 
bed and fled 


around the room until her husband 
caught her and drew the razor across 
her neck. 
After he had slashed Tier 


she begged'on her knees for her life 
and as he turned for one moment she 
fled from the room and^took refuge 
with the other occupants of the house. 
When the police entered Noel's apart- 
ment ten minutes later, he was dying, 
his throat having been slashed from 
ear to ear. 
Bv the time the ambu- 


lance arrived he was dead. 
Noel was a sufferer from tubercu- 
losis and had been feeling particu- 
larly 111 for several days. 
Tuesday 
and yesterday 
he laid oft and last 
night he drank considerably. 
This 
morning it Is presumed that he was 
either in a nightmare or was insane 
from worry and his brain befuddled 
from drink. 
Mrs. Noel W9"» hurried to the Cen- 
tral Emergency hispital. Dr. Skoon- 
worked over her for two hours and 
there is a hance of her recovery. 
"I never knew my husband to act 
like'this before," 
said 
the woman 


feebly, she not having been told of his 
suicide. "I don't know how it came 
about. I didn't know anything was 
wrong until I awoke and found him 
bending over me. Oh, I hope they 
don't do anything to him."

The shooting in the church last 
night came when Goldman finally lo- 
cated Snow 'through Reginald-"Wyner, 
a private detective of San Francisco. 


Two weeks ago Snow canto to Oak- 


land and letters were exchanged In 
which the two men threatened each. 
other with death. Snow told Acting 
Chief Walter J. Petersen that he was 
tired of being harassed and that ho 
Intended to end the whole affair, one 
way or the other, In tho city where 
the two men had originally met. 
Snow was a member of tho Congre- 
gational church, and after coming to 
Oakland he sought the Rev. Herbert 
A. Jump and aiked advice. 


The Rev. Jump gave Snow his sym- 
pathy and counsel and Snow attended 
ihe prayer service in the church. A 
few days ago Goldman located Snow 
in Oakland through the private de- 
tective, and later learned of his visits 
to the church. 
Early last evening, before/ the com- 
mencement of the meeting, Goldman 
and Wyner, whom he had hired to 
shadow his intended victim, went to 
the church. 
Goldman watched one 
entrance to the chapel while Wyner 
wa« stationed at the other door. Gold- 
man had accurately described Snow 
to his assailant. 


Snow went to the church shortly 
after 7 
o'clock 
and 
entering the 
chapel, took a seat in the second nlslo 
from tho door, removing his hat and 
sitting in silent prayer for a few mo- 
menta. At the time. C. S. Lewis, sex- 
ton of the church, and Mrs. 3. Cas- 
sldy were standing nbout sixteen feet 
away by a stove, 


Snow entered 
through 
the door 
watched by Wyner. 
Without remov- 


ing his hat, Goldman walked swiftly 
across th» rear of the chapel room and 
placed hlmscif beside Snow. 
Gold- 


man commenced to speak to the for- 
mer mayor earnestly, urging him to 
leave the chapel with him, according 
to tho dying statement made by Snow 
later at the Receiving hospital. 


Snow kept hla eyes fixed on the 
altar in the front of the chapel and 
refused to answer the man who had 
»-njtn^ mm »n nmnv vearn. 
Then 


Goldman threw back his coat and 
displayed it revolver and again said: 
"I want you to 
come 
with me. 
You've g-ot to come with me. I must 
talk with you."

Snow shook his head In negation. 


A. moment later Goldman flacihed tho 
revolver from his pocket and fired 
three times In rapid succession at his 
former friend.

«n razor and two revolvers were on 
tho floor, and Goldman lay In his 
death agony. 
Outside on the lawn, 


Snow was struggling in his blood, and 
at the opposite end of the church 
Mrs. Cassidy, a fear-crazed 
woman, 


wn* creaming frantically for aid. 


It is thought that after emptying 


hln revolver In the five .shots at Snow, 
Goldman drew tho razor, and when 
Snow flreo at him he had strength 
enough left t« attack the ex-mayor 
with It. 


SAN FRANCrSGO, March 2S —That 


Adolph Goldman had been searching for 
Ronald W. Snow, for several weeks was 
made known today by the local police 
and by R. Wyner, a private detective 
residing at 44" Sddy street. 
It was 
Wyner 
-who finally located Snow for 
Goldman and notified Goldman that his 
victim -was In the First Congregational 
church at Oakland last night. 
According to ths locnl police, Goldman 
endeavored to get them to locate Snow. 
He reported to Chief White that his 
room on California street had been en- 
tered by Snow and asked tliat Snow be 
{arrested. 
Detectives were detailed on 
the case but -were unaMo to locate SriOW. 
It is now supposed that Goldman made 
a false report to the police for the pur- 
pose of learning the whereabouts of his 
former friend. 


SEARCHES FOR SNOW. 


Wyner was originally hired by Gold- 
man who, however, did not give the de- 
tective- his real name, on Saturday, 
March 16, and the detective searched 
everywhere for Snow until he finally 
learned of his practice of attendins the 
First Congregational church at the Wed- 
nesday evening prayer meeting, and in- 
f ornted Gold man of the fact. 
Wyner 
this morning, told of his connection with 
the affair. 
'This man came to see me at my ho- 
tel on Saturday, the ICtli, h-u-ing bocn 
led to seek me out by an advertisement 
In a morning paper," declared Wyner. 
"He told me he had a financial mat- 
ter to settle with R. W. Snow, It he 
could but find him, but he aid not tell 
me that Snow was former mayor of 
Oakland and I did not learn that until 
last Saturday. 
He paid me dally my 
fee In advance and promised be a bonus 
of ?5<T if I could locate Snow. 
I flrst 
looked for him at the Grand Union ho- 
tel In thin city where I found he had 
been a week before. Then I went over 
on Regent street. In Berkeley, where he 
had some relations, but that was a 
false clue as he didn't go theie. 


GOLDMAN IMPATIENT. 
"Goldman was very Impatient over the 
delay. 
He used to come and see me 
every day for a report and seemed to 
think I could find a man whom I had 
never seen almost at a moment's notice. 
Finally I learned that Snow got bis mall 
at tho Oakland postofflce at the general 
delivery window. 
I watched for liim 
there and last Monday he came. 
Thin 
•was the first time I had ever seen htm 
and I followed him about the streets for 
a long lime until h« entered a building 
which I thought must be his lodgings 
and I thought I had him located. He 
must have gone out by another door for 
I missed him and I didn't see him 


"On tho previous Wednesday I had 
watched for him at the First Congrega- 
tional church, but he didn't go to prayer 
meeting that night. I was pretty sure 
from my Investigations, however, that 
ho usually went, and I told Goldman to 
be on hand. 
I had fltatloned myself 
nearby last night and I saw Snow go 
Into the rhurch. In a few minutes Gold- 
man came along and I conveyed the In- 
formation that Snow was thero by a nod 
of the head. 
I never spoke to Gold- 
man afterwards. 
He paid me my fee 
for everv das' except tho last three. 
"I did not know What he wanted 
Snow for. If I had I would never have 
mixed In the affair. He told mo that It 
was a financial difficulty and I believed 
him. He did not Inform me who he was, 
but as he paid me ovary day but the 
last three I had no cause for complaint. 
Tlio foo waft a pretty sllff one and I 
was satisfied." 


Goldtran'* death was .due to tho 
flrat shot flred, the one which cut the 
carotid artery. Two shots following 
took effect 
fn ths right «nd left 
sides of the ch^«f. 
Anv one of th«

Sexton Lewis Gives 


Graphic Account 


of the Fatal Duel 


Sexton Lewis today gave tho following 


account of vvhat happened in the church- 


"I was standing talking with Mrs. 
Cnssldy. about fifteen feet from Mr. 
Snow, when Goldman -came In and walk- 
ed over to him. Goldman did not remove 
his bat, and that attracted my attention, 
I saw him engage Snow In earnest con- 
versation, but Snow would not respond. 
Then Goldman put 
IIIH imnn co jila inp 
pocket, as though Indicating that he wag 
armed. 
"I started to walk over toward tho 
two men, to urge that tlicra bn no 
altercation there. Suddenly, when I had 
gone only n step. Goldman pulled his 
revolver from his pocket and tired three 
shots rapidly. I saw Snow plunge for- 
ward up the nlale. turning ns he noarcd 
tho altar, and 
falling- face downward 
with hli head toward his assailant. His 
arms wera wrapped About his head, *' 
though to protect It, and he was emit- 
ting n- sound something hetwen a wild 
cry and a moan.

"Snow lay thero moaning for Home- 
thing like flftoen or twenty seconds: I 
started for Goldman, thinking the man 
had not bocn wounded, and that Gold- 
man hnd fired lining blnnk cartridges to 


THREATENS SEXTON. 


"Goldman saw mo eonilng toward him 
and turned the smoking revolver upon 
me. At that moment Snow commenced 
to struggle to his feot and Goldman 
turnod back to him. 
"As Snow arose Goldman flred at him 
twice, and then rushod at him with the 
razor, which iio pulled from his pocket. 
Snow had token tho revolver from his 
pocket as ho drow himself up from tn* 
floor, assisting himself by holding to n 
clmlr.

Blood Stained 


Razor and Two 


Revolvers Found 


The razor used by Goldman was found, 


broken in two, under a chair by the po- 
lice. The handle was splintered, and the 
blade was covered -with blood. Goldman's 
revolver, a blued steel weapon of 
caliber, was lying on the floor within a 
lew feet of the man's outstretched right 
hand, and Snow's revolver was lying near 
the door, out of which he staggered after 
Goldman had fallen to the floor. Both 
revolvers were of a cheap type, and were 
still warm when picked up by tha of- 
ficers. 
John Kelly, special officer at the Or- 
pheum theater, volunteered his services 
immediately after the shooting, and until 
the regular policemen came, held back the 
crowds at the door of the church. He 
remained at this post while Inspector 
Tom Wood, Inspector Book and the other 
men sent from headquarters conducted 
their investigation. 
Terrified by rumor" that spread about 
the streets, the church people attempted 
to force an entrance, but were held back 
by the special policeman, who permitted 
no one to enter. Rev. Herbert Jump ar- 
rived and addressed th* crowd, telling 
what had happened, and that, on account 
of the tragedy, no prayer meeting would 
be held. 
Tells of Strange 


Infatuation of 


Adolph Goldman 


ActlngChlof of Pollc« Peterson told of 
the events leading- up to the shooting this 
morning. He said: 
"Snow was a graduate of an eastern 
University, and a man of refinement and 
cultrue. In his better moments this af- 
fair was utterly distasteful to him, and 
he tried in vain to break away from it. 
"This was One of the strangest in-t, 
fatuatlons that could be Imagined. Much 
has been said about It that was false. The 
facts will never be known. 
"Snow was a good mayor and a good 
auditor. Nothing could be said about his 
conduct of his office. lie had tho respect 
of the community. 


SCANDAL BREAKS. 


"Then this affair began to gain publicity 
and the shooting occurred in San Fran- 
cisco. The publicity and the scandal hurt 
him, both for his own sake, and that of 
his family. But Goldman was a man of 
lesser refinement, and he was possessed of 
this strang-e infatuation. 
"Two weeks ago Snow came here, told 
where he was. and that lie was tired ot 
being pursued. 
Ho said ho would kill 
Goldman if the man continued to bothor 
him, as that was the only way to settle 
the matter finally. 
"Snow went to the district attorney's 


office and asked for protection. He had 
his mall received through my office. About 
a week aeo I sent for Goldman, and had 
a coneference with the two men In my 
office. 
They agreed to let each other 
alono. but Goldman did not keep hli 
promise, 


'PHONES FOR HELP. 


"Last Monday Snow called me on the 
telephone from the First National bank 
building, and asked that an officer be 
sent there. He had neen Goldman wait- 
Ing for him below. I sent tho man and 
Goldman went away. 


"Goldman hired this man Wyner, telling 
him that he had loaned Snow and his 
daughter money, and wanted to recover 
It 
Wynrr did not even know Snow's 
name, and iiad no idea of Uio trouble in 
which he was mixing." 
"Goldman met Snow when Snow was 
mayor. 
Goldman was a good business 


man, 
and had a store In" Washington 
street between Eighth and Ninth streets. 
He has wealthy relatives In China, and 
wished to travel there. He came to the 
office of Mayor Snow to get a letter from 
him that would make It possible for him 
to gain Introductions to certain officials 
that would facilitate his piano for tra- 
velling. 
"That was the way the two men met. 
Tho 
strange association resulted Im- 
mediately from Goldman's extraordinary 
Infatuation, which commenced from their 
flrst 
mooting."

company the former Mayor. On several 
occasions Snow was forced to repel with 
force ths attacks of Goldman and to take 
revolvers and razors from him. 
Snow was arrested In San Francisco in 


1903 on a charge of criminal IK>eI on com- 
plaint of Goldman. This case was com- 
promised and the charge dismissed. 
A serious climax to the relations be- 
tween the men came on June 13, 1904, 
when Goldman shot Snow in the Claren- 
don hotel. San Francisco. The pair had 
quarreled and Snow had brandished a re- 
volver and threatened Goldman in a house 
at 29 Grant avenue. On the night Snow 
was shot he had been Out walking with 
his daughter Gertrude. Thev were pro- 
ceeding along Post street on their way 
homa when Goldman appeared 
The lat- 
ter-commanded Snow to accompany him 
to the Clarendon and Snow obeyed. His 
daughter followed a short distance In the 
rear 
At the hotel Snow remonstrated with 
Goldman and begged him to leave him 
forever. Snow started to walk from the 
lobby of the hotel to the end of the cor- 
ridor, when Goldman drew a revolver and 
began firing. The first two shots missed 
their mark and the third bullet brought 
Snow to the floor. Then Goldman rushed 
to where his victim lay and aent two moi-« 
bullets Into his body. 


GETS 6-YEAR SENTENCE. 


Snow lingered between life and death 
for several weeks and finally recovered 
from his wounds. Goldman was tried for 
assault to kill and convicted. Ho was sen- 
tenced to serve five years In San Quentln. 
Upon Snow's recovery he issued a 
statement in which he said that he had 
been persecuted to~the limit by Goldman 
and that friends had advised him to kill 
the man. 
He acknowledged that the 
trouble between Goldman and him re- 
sulted because of his own companionship 
with his daughter, whom Goldman dis- 
liked. 
Miss Snow had been forced to 
leave town and live In Santa Clara. She 
was preparing to leave for Manila when 
her father was shot. Goldman's Ire waa 
Increased by reading a letter that had 
been written to Snow by his daughter, 
in which 'sSfe expressed her opinion of the 
man who was "causing all the trouble. He 
had found the letter In the former Mayor's 
poc e "TROUBLE AT RAWHIDE. 


Goldman asserted that Snow's friendship 
had caused him great financial losses and 
had practically Impoverished him. It de- 
veloped during the trial that the two man 
had had many disputes and that violence 
was done on several occasions when razors 
were wielded and revolvers dra-mi. 
When Goldman was sent to prison Snow- 


left the state and went to live with his 
daughter in Nevada. Goldman served his 
time and was released from. San Quentin 
early In 1909. He went to live in San 
Francisco. He learned that Snow waa at 
Rawhide, Nev., with his daughter, and 
went there. Again he took up the old 
system of annoyance and persecution. The 
condition became unbearable, and the cit- 
izens of the town, hearing of the affair, 
ordered Goldman to leave, under penalty 
of being tarred and feathered. 
Soon afterward Snow went to Chicago. 
Goldman v.as in the hotel lobby waiting 
for him when he got there. Snow moved 
to a house in the suburb's. He came home 
one night and found Gorman stand tag 
on the front porch. Disheartened, 
the 
?ormer official hurried to the Coast. His 
nemesis arrived a few days later and 
took up the trail again at the St. Francis 
Hotel. Snow was compelled to> call upon 
the police for protection. 
Once 
during their 
acquaintanceship 


Snow had Goldman arrested on an in- 
sanity charge. 
When Judge Kerrigan, 
then sitting- on the superior bench of this 
county, heard the story he ordered Gold- 
man's release from th« detention hospital. 


FRIENDS INTERVENE. 


During th« last year the two men hod 
been in each other's company a good part 
of the time. 
Friends tried to arrange 
matters so that the strange 
friendship 
could be discontinued, but all efforts along' 
this line proved unavailing. 
Goldman appe&red before Chief of Po- 
lice \Vhlta of this city nearly two weeks 
ago and asked for protection against 
Snow, stating that he was afraid that 
Snow was going to do Mm bodily harm. 
Because of the fact that Goldman was 
unable to present what appeared to the 
chief to be practical proof to that effect, 
no action was taken. 
"Goldman appeared to be unwarrant- 
ably oxcited -whin he came before me 
moro than a week ago," said Chief of Po- 
lice White last night, "and he stated that 
he thought Snow might do him som* In- 
Jury. I questioned him as to his reasons 
for thinking so, and he was unable to 
advance any tangible reason. I thought 
at the time that the man was suffering 
from somo form of mental hysteria. In- 
asmuch as I was acquainted with the re- 
lations of the two In the past." 
Snow served onr term as mayor of 
Oakland, taking the offlc* in 1900 and 
serving until his Buccewor was elected 
two years later. He had been auditor of 
the city for several vears and had been 
a popular otncial. His candidacy for Clio 
mayoralty received strong support from 
all sides, and he would in all likelihood 
have been & candldatt to succeed him- 
self It It had not bean for the presence 
of Goldman. 
As a young: man Snow entered the busi- 
ness world and for 
along time -was i 
successful merchant of San Francisco. 


PAIR MEET. 


Snow mot Goldman for the first tlmo 
while Snow was mayor of Oakland. Oold- 
man was conducting a prosperous crock- 
cry- and utensil business at the time and 
was about to visit Jaoan. He called upon 
Snow for credentials. Snow gave him let- 
ters and papers which he ornamented 
with the official seaJs of the city. 
The 


Bpals seemed to carry weight with the 
Japanese and Goldman was received with 
unusual courtesy. 
Upon his return from Japan Goldman 
announced thnt h« Intended to 
follow 
Snow the rot of his life, and explained 
that he hftd learned ««or«t» 
In Japan 
•sl.Ich TroulS irl'*» him "««-nnd nlihl" Into 
all of Snow'* actions. 
Snow regarded Ooldmtn us Insane and 
applied to the police for protection. From 
Urn* to tlnte Goldman announced hl« In- 
tention Of killing any one who leemed too 
friendly with Snow. 
Tho' first demonstration of the "second 
sight" took place while Snow and Ma 
daughter were camping. Goldman abrupt- 
ly announced to his friends one day that 
Snow and his daughter -were starving on 
the Russian river. Hs followed the an- 
nouncement by loading a wagon with 
supplies and locating the Snow party, lit 
reached their ramp at a tlm* -when their 
provisions had run short.

The city council this morning dlj not 
adjourn out of respect to the memory of 
former Mayor 6nowt a* was at first In- 
tended. The flag over the city hall was 
placed at half mast. 
"In view of th» clrcumntances," Elated 
Mayor Molt, "It In not appropriate for the 
coimoH to take official cognisance of the 
affair. It was a <1!«grn.es to tho r'ty, and 
a very sadtoeeurrence. At best It would 
not do for the council to notlc* It, and 
especially In this ca*«, where the trouble 
grew out of an affair that should not b* 
mentioned, for propriety's uake.

the undertaking. The fact that the fund 
is now well oil its way toward ihe desired 
amount, with each day seeing new sub- 
scriptions, speaks well for the acumen 
of the people on the e^Btbay shore. 
That the hotel has already become one 


of the 'chief factors In the betterment of 
the city, although still uncompleted, is 
one of the best evidences which the hotel 
committee has to ofter of Its great value 
when finally opened. 


Six months \vlll probably/ pass before 


the new hostelry Is completed and open 
for the accommodation oJ travelers. Yet 
for weeks ^nd months past nevysgapers, 
magazines and bulletins have been sent 
broadcast throughout the country an- 
nouncing the construction of the hotel.

Letters have been received from hotel 
concerns asking the listing of the new 
hotel as one of the leading caravansaries 
of the United States, while other inquir- 
ies have been made as to details of man- 
agement, furnishing and the like. 


In Oakland itself the effects of the 
great public improvement are seen in 
many ways. 
One of vital importance, 
far-re&ching In its effects, is the open- 
ing up and 'improvement of Fourteenth 
street east of Broadway to Lake Merritt 
For years the particular part of that 
thoroughfare from Harrison east for sev- 
eral blocks was little less than a cow 
path, a quagmire iu rainy weather.

Himself. 


WASHIXGTOX,' March 
28—Literally 


worn out with the load of fftief that he 
has borne since his beautiful" Tvifs 
de- 


serted him, Philip S. Hichborn,' son of the 
late Admiral, committed suicide lata yes- 
terday In the palatial homo of hla sister, 
Mre. P. .1 PearsaU, by shooting: hlmsslf 
In the right temple. 


Upon a table near the body lay an en- 


velope, on the "oack of whioh. was written 
in a scrawl;-, almost illeg-lble hand, tho 
following words: 


"I am not responsible tott this act. My 


brain is not what It ought to be. All my 
property is to go to my little s/m." 


Mrs. Horace Wylle, who through the 


entreaties of her friends had just left th' 
seclusion she has maintained for the pas 
two years and begun to appear in society 
again, was entertaining a dinner .party 
of close friends when the news was tele- 
phoned to her. 


"Poor boy," she cried. "It is no more 
than I expected. He loved his wife, and 
her treachery broke his heart." 
She is completely prostrated. 
The tragedy of Hichborn's life is wel 
known Jn New York and In Washington 
society. In December, 1910,-his wife, who 
as Eleanor Hoyt was the belle of Wash- 
ington, and to whom lie had been mar- 
ried for five years, deserted him and fled 
to Europe with Horace Wylle, a Wash- 
ington society man who had been his 
intimate friend. 
f 


ELOPED A SECOND TIME. 


Mrs. Hichborn was persuaded to leave 
Wylie In the summer of 1911 and returnee 
to Washington. Attempts were mada at 
a. reconciliation ana Wylie went .back to 
his wife. But In the early fall Mrs. Hlch- 
bora again. disappeared and it was learned 
that she had gone with Wylie. Since 
then Hichborn has 
been -Inconsolable 
Against his will he was persuaded to 
bring suit for a divorce, but Jt was never 
brought to- trial, for since It was insti- 
tuted the .whereabouts of the eloping 
couple has not been known. 
Day after day Hichborn has brooded 
over the loss of his wife. His sou, 3 
years old,, was the only human being in 
whom he took an Interest, but even the 
little fellow never made up for the woman 
that the high-strung young man loved 
with, his whole heart.

More room is badly needed at the postoffice. 
Although not 


•expensive, tjle Oakland government building is one of the hand- 
somest and most graceful in the country. 'When the Hon. Victor 
H.. Metcalf secured the original appropriation for it, Oakland bad 
• little over 60,000 inhabitants. It was, thought the appropriation 
would provide for a building that would meet all requirements for 
many -years to come. That impression prevailed when the build- 
teg was completed. 


But Oakland has grown at such a tremendous rate during the 


Hat decade that the postoffice building which was amply com- 
*nodious ten yetrs ago has been outgrown. In 1900, Oakland con- 
tained 66,960 inhabitants. 
In 1910 the population ha'd grown to 


150,174. Emeryville and Piedmont, which are served by the Oak- 
land postoffice, have grown in like proportion. 


And the business of the community has increased at a still 


greater rapidity. There will be an increased demand for postal 
facilities in the near future. At present the postoffice is over- 
crowded. By the time the building can be enlarged the conges- 
tion will have become acute. Hence it is vitally important that 
*n appropriation be made as soon as possible. 


If no appropriation can be obtained at this session, then a 


•trcnuous effort should be made to get one at the short session 
which begins in December. 
Congressman Knowland will do all

Outside a miner is depicted as carrying a banner 
threatening a coal strike on April 1. 


This cartoon is as much out of place in California as a baby's 


nursing bottle would be in a waterfront saloon. We have no winter 
here to speak of and threats of a coal strike don't bother us a little 
bit—we have oil to burn and our cities arc lighted by electricity 
generated by the mountain streams. Winter is a Santa Clans fiction 
out here and we do not care a hang for coal strikes. 


But the orchards are in bloom, the fields are green and the quails 


are whistling their nesting calls in the hills, hence the picture of be- 
lated Winter hanging around when everybody is prajing for him 
to depart is grotesque in its absurdity. What were the California 
editors thinking of when they printed this pictorial allegory of con- 
ditions existing in a frost-bound climate? Could they not sec the 
green lawns and the flowers burgeoning in their front yards? Were 
they blind to the mellow sunshine and the orchards all a-bloom? 


The Sacramento Bee prints a lengthy editorial to express its 


opposition to the repeal of the sugar duty. The burden of the 
Bee's argument is that the tariff is a local issue ana that it is rigiit 
for each section to stand up for its own graft. It is true our Sacra- 
mento contemporary docs not say this in so many words, but that 
is the impression we gathered from reading the article. However, 
the Bee's arguments in favor of retaining the tariff on foreign sugar 
are eminently sound.

SYSTEM OF COUNTY ROADS 


Supervisor 
Murphy Makes 
Record for 


Accomplishment in Highway 


Construction 


LIVERMORE, March 28—Supervisor D. 
J. Murphy has begun his good road cam- 
paign for 1912. which he has been plan- 
lilng dm Ing the -winter months The small 
amount of rain whlch-bas fallen this win- 
tor would not ha» c Interfered greatly with 
road construction, but the last few win- 
ters have been so severe that the super- 
visor feared to put money into road -work 
where it might be swept away by a. heavy 


•"freshet 
There was one piece of work in this 
district that Supervisor Murphy decided 
should be completed, rain or shine, anJ[ 
that was a section on the main Stockton 
load In tho Altamont Pass country from 
the county line of Midway west 
seven 
miles toward tho Llvermoro valley 
The 
road tnrough the Ltvermore valley was 
In excellent shape, but the Altamont sec- 
lion had novei been reconstructed after 
the Western Pacific Hallroad had 
been 


buftt through there and many bad spots 
existed. 
Th« supervisor determined 
to 


complete this without waiting, and the 
contract was awarded to Pete Hoare of 
Castro valley 


UNABLE TO GET MATERIAL. 


Some delay was caused in the com- 
pletion of this contract by the Inability 
of the contractors to secure gravel fast 
enough. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad 
did not deliver tho' material rapldlj, and 
when the Western Pacific Railroad opened 
its new gravel pit near Nlles supplies for 
the roadway were obtained there 
This contract was finally completed and 
!n«t week th« work was Inspected, by Su- 
pervisors Muqjhy 
and Bridge, County 
Surveyor Havliand and a number of other 
Interested gentlemen. At the same time 
the road spriaJkllng plant Installed 
by 
Oxsen & Rasimissen was examined, and 
on Monday last both the roadwork and 
tha water plant were formally accepted 
*i;' i*i" lr""-A of supervisors. 
This section was tho only really bad 
piece or road between Oakland and the 
San Joaquln valley, and, with this com- 
pleted, Alam«da county has an excellent 
road system from Berkeley on the north, 
through the Llvermore valley ana out into 
*h» San Joaquln. 


When the macaijaml«lrg of the road 
through the Haywurd pass Is completed 
there will bo no better main roads In the' 
state than those In Alameda county 
The 
Hayward Pass route Involved regrnding 
and the cutting down of hills nnd easing 
oflt of cur\es. The rcgradmg and reduc- 
tion of curves was done during the fall. 
Tho winter months were left to settle the 
grades, and now that the weather la be- 
coming more settled, macadamizing will 
ho begun.

pelled to carrj practically nil of the travel 
bet-oecn tho Llvermore and San Joaquln 
vallejs and the bay district, and Super- 
visor Murphy has endeavored to keep this 
road in as feood condition as possible de- 
spite the extra burden placed upon it 
The Supervisor lias been favored by a 
mild winter, but he has kept that main 
thoroughfare under his constant super- 
vision during rainy months, and by his 
Indefatigable efforts he has kept every- 
thlne in unusual condition. 


Murphy has not attempted to do any- 


thing: with tlie Nlles Canyon route during 
the winter save to keep It open It was 
not Intended that It should be made 
available this winter for general travel, 
but merely to bo kept open for the con- 
venience of those who were compelled 
to use It. Even at that, many automo- 
bile parties came through tha canyon 
route, though they did not flnd It the best 
of traveling. 


TO FORM BOULEVARD 


But from now'on tho Supervisor pro- 
poses to take up and carry out a complete 
line of construction that will maXe the 
Nlles Canyon route a perfect boulevard. 


Murphy's intention Is to flrst provide 
surveys and plans for .a roadway through 
tho canyon from Nllen to Sunol, and liave 
careful estimates made as to the cost of 
construction 


When these surveys and estimates shall 


have been obtained an Intelligent plan of 
construction can then bo made so that tha 
funds of tho eounty shall not be embar- 
rassed thereby. It Is expected that the 
cost of this construction will bo consld- 
cmoic uocuuac, !n ir.ar;- p'n-"« "n en- 
tirely naw roadway will have to be built, 
and It Is quite possible that money suf- 
ficient for construction can not be appro-

But a beginning can be made, and then

MANY WILL USE ROAD. 
"This road, when completed, will be 
more by visitors and automobile travelers 
than by those who actually live along 
tho route and It Is very proper that tho 
county as a whole should contribute to 
tho cost of construction. 
However, we 
In this end of the county do not deslfe 
to embarass the county treasury and when 
we have the estimate of the engineers be- 
fore us \\c will be ablo to make up our 
mind how far we can go with Justice to 
all concerned. 
"But tho canyon boulevard Is a neces- 
sity and should be constructed along per- 
manent lines so that the upkeep will not 
bo too great 


"It Is probable that this roadway will 
be completed in sections, and when it Is 
finished It will be the scenic loute through 
the hills and will be an advertisement for 
all of Alameda county 
"I am glad that a number of Nlles and 
Sunol' gentlemen have taken enough In- 
terest In this mute td mak« a personal 
inspection of It on foot 
This has shown 
them tho difficulties that will have to be 
encountered In construction as well as 
benefits tnat will bo derived therefrom 
I wish that all of those who are Inter- 
ested in the development of the road sys- 
tem* of my district would take an equal 
Interest In their sections ana make per- 
sonal Inspections of work that is pro- 
posed.

GOLD STRIKE 


Situated on the famous Hassay- 
ampa river, the La Junta Placer has 
had tho lives of at least three ol its 
former owners, one a young and beau- 
tiful woman, sacrificed to the greed 
of Mexican outlaws on robbery bent. 
Still another owner mysteriously dis- 
appeared, and Is believed to have met 
the same fato as tho others. 


Tho property was first located In 


1866 by a man named Twadell, who 
worked it 
by the 
ground-sluicing 


method. After operating successfully 
for three year<!, Twadell was killed by 
Mexicans while out hunting for his 
burro, for the gold he was supposed 
to have concealed in his cabin. 


The ground then lay idle for sev- 
eral years, but In 1805 it was re- 
located by a prospector named Qris- 
ley Cullen, who worked it by hand 
until 1870, when ho disappeared In 
a 
very 
mysterious 
manner. 
AK 
though his body was never found, It 
Is believed that Cullen was also killed 
by Mexican outlaws, for he was known 
to hava largo quantities of gold dust 
secreted in his cabin and in tho vi- 
cinity. 


For nearly thirty years after the 


disappearance of Cullen, tho ground 
was worked spasmodically by Mexi- 
can*. 


In 1908, tho claims wore again re- 
located—this time by a young miner 
named George Mayhard, and his wife 
Mayhard opened up tho ground ex- 
tensively, employing a '.arse r.uTr.^cr 
of Mexican*, and securing large quan- 
tities of gold dust per man. 


Attracted by Mayhard's success, cer- 
tain prospectors located farther down 
the river, and who had been doing 
some 
prospecting 
on 
Mayhard's 


ground, "lumped" some of his claims,. 
A bitter controversy 
ensued, lasting 
several months, and culminating in 
May, 1909, In the murder of Mayhard 
and his wife, while asleep In their 
cabin.

Semiramis, Queen of Assyria

T THE present day there are but few women who 


recall the history (if they have ever read it), of the 
greatest queen that the world has ever known. The 
women who are working for the suffrage perhaps 
know of the achievements of this great woman, and 
are inspired by her deeds. In ancient history Semi- 


ramis'is given as the greatest builder, for all historians unite in 
ascribing to her the building of the walls of Babylon. Semiramis 
is quoted as declaring: ''Nature gave me the form of a woman, 
my actions have raised me to the level-of the most valiant of men. 
I have swayed the empire of Nimus, \\ hich towards the cast 
touches the river Inamanes, upon the south of the land of incense 
and myrrh, and upon the north the territory of the Sogclians. Be- 
fore me no Assyrian ever saw the sea. I have seen four whose 
waters were not navigated. And I have subdued them to my 
laws. I have constrained rivers to flow in the directions which I 
wished. I have never wished them to flow where they would not 
be useful. I have rendered sterile lands fruitful by irrigation. I 
have built impregnable fortresses and I have thrown roads across 
impracticable mountains. I have pa^ed with my silver high- 
ways where before were footprints of wild beasts. A/id *n tne 
midst of my labors I have found time for my own diversion and 
for that of my friends." This is quoted from the statement of 
the first woman ruler, famed also for her great beauty. 


The king was so appreciative of the ability of his queen that 


he resigned the crown to her and commanded.,her to be pro- 
claimed queen and sole empress of Assyria. She afterwards 
put him to death to better establish herself upon the throne. 
"When she had no enemies to fear at home she began to repair' 
the capital of her empire, and by her means Babylon became the 
most superb and magnificent city in the world. She visited every•» 
part of her domains and left everywhere immortal monuments 
to her greatness and benevolence. Not content with her do- 
minions in Asia she extended them by conquest into Ethiopia 
and Lybia. While in the latter country she was tempted to 
consult the oracle of Jupiter Ammon, which she did, upon the 
number of years she 3ret had to live. The oracle replied that 
she would die when her son Ninyus should secretly attempt her 
life, but that after her death several nations of the east woujd 
pay divine honor to her memory. One history states that she 
died by the hand of her son when she was in her sixty-second 
year of her age and turned into a dove. Another states that she 
disappeared at her sixty-second year. She was unquestionably 
the mother of political economy and the first utilitarian queen. 
The example of Semiramis is believed to have induced Plato to 
maintain in his commonwealth that women, as well as men, 
should be admitted to the management of public affairs. 
That 


they should be trained to do the same bodily exercise and to un- 
dergo the same mental fatigue. 


I have given you a brief history of a wonderful woman whose 


achievements should be known to all women. She lived in the 
year 1965 B. C. In her country today she is no myth. Her name 
is as fresh as George Washington's is in ours and Napoleon's in 
France. Here is a woman whose history suffragists should use 
as a text. We must learn fearlessness from Semiramis. Re- 
member, what has been done can and will be done again. The 
question is, who will do it?

Escape From Pursuing 


Insurrectos. 


U. S. Government Fears That 


Intervention of Some Sort 


Will Be Necessary. 


JIMENEZ, Mex., March

cuted with sufficient speed, and it

OF NEW YORK IS 


COMMENDED 


Shows by Facts That Boxing 


•Game Tas Been Greatly 
.. 


. Improved. 


ALBANY, N. T., March 23. — The first 


annual report ot tho New York Athletic 
Commission, which was created a year 
ago to supervise all boxing and sparring 
matches In the state. Is before the Legis- 
lature-here today.' Whether the,com- 
mission- continues In existenco another 
-year, IB- still a matter of. doubt. 
A bill for the repeal of t'no law whlcn 
created It has passed the lower house of 
the-legislature and-is now pending In. the 
Senate, 
,The abolishment - of the com- 
mission would end legalized boxing in 
New-York State. Although Governor Dix 
signed the law, he has since urged In 
special messages that It be repealed. 
"The law has been criticised as also has 
.the commission," said the report. "It has, 
however, been that Idnd o£ criticism that 
should not affect the condition or control 
of boxing In the Stato of New York. On 
all sides the Governor and legislatures 
have , been applauded , for • tho 
stand 
originally .taken In turning over to. the 
State the'control of 'this -flno- form of 
exercise. 
. "The work of the State Athletic Com- 
mission has eliminated entirely tho brutal 
features of tho game of boxing.'w^' 
were so general before the commission 
was created. 
It likewise has reduced 
gambling to a small 'factor. 
Public 
gambling today Is unheard of <where 
sanctioned bouts are held. 
The State, 
through this commission, has controlled a 
sport that was believed Impossible to con- 
trol, and thcro IB not a State In the 
union that has not-watched with great 
Interest the work of the New York State 
Athletic Commission. The bouts con- 
ducted under the present regulations are 
a credit to the state. 
"As each month goes on, the commis- 
sion finds nn Improvement In Its work, 
uad known that tho clubs arc more closely 
living up to Its requirements; that no 
betting Is allowed, and that fako bouts 
have disappeared, and In a short time the 
public will see boxing and sparring on 
its proper plane ns a manly sport."
